Diese Arbeit soil vor allem auf die Poetizitat der sprachlichen 
Bezeichnung bzw. Beschreibung von Farben abzielen. Durch das 
Sortierungs- und Rekombinationsverfahren werden allerdings 
die Farbreferenzen und Querbeziehungen in der Tier, Pflanzen- 
und Mineralwelt aufgelost und neu justiert. In Beziehung stehen 
damit nicht rnehr farbverwandte Objekte aus verschiedenen 
Bereichen, was die intendierte Primardeutung des Textes 
beeinflusste, d.h. eine wie auch immer gelagerte Primardeutung, 
die nur eine poetische sein kann, muss nun selbst von der 
Leserschaft geleistet werden.

Flora und Fauna angereichert. Im vorfotografischen Zeitalter 
mussten fast alle visuellen Details iiber das geschriebene Wort 
erfasst werden, und wissenschaftliche Beobachter konnten 
sich keine Zweideutigkeiten in ihren Beschreibungen leisten. 
Werners Flandbuch wurde zu einer unschatzbaren Quelle 
fur Naturforscher und Anthropologen, einschlieBlich Charles 
Darwin, der es verwendete, um Farben in der Natur wahrend 
seiner bahnbrechenden Reise auf der FIMS Beagle zu 
identifizieren.
